Special commission any municipa! func- 
tion whatever.

The United States Government has consented to the construction of an inner harbor, 
approximately one mile square, and channels from twenty-one to thirty-two feet deep 
at low mean tide, within the limits of the City of Long Beach. We, the Los Angeles 
Deck and Tersiinn! Company, corporation with ample capital, are vigorously prose 
ecuting the great work. 
THE ACTUAL WORK OF DREDGING HAS BEGUN. 
_ A mammoth dredger is now in operation, and more dredgers will be added in the near 
future, and work pushed to completion with greatest despatch. 
THE EXACT SITE OF THE HARBOR. 
The site of the barbor is immediately north of Seaside Park. It comprises 800 acres 
of marsh lands, partly submerged, lying three miles east of the city of San Pedro, 
700 feet back from the ocean, and between the main line tracks of the Southern 
Pacific on the north and the main-line tracks of the Salt Lake and Pacific Electric on 
the south.

With respect to width of channel and grea of water front- 
age, the harbor, when completed, will compare favorably 
with some of the leading ports of the world. The Chicago 
River, which in annual number of arrivals and departures of 
vessels leads the United States, is at no point more than 300 
feet wide. The main channel wil! be 400 feet in width, with 
an ample turning-basin. The commerce of Baltimore is car- 
ried on in a dredged channel more than twenty-five miles 
long, having an average width of 250 feet. Other important 
harbors might’ be cited to prove that this great landlocked 
free harbor, when completed, will accommodate a vast com- 
merce.

moral matter and more subtle if less piquant spiritual 
experiences? 

Is it true that pathetic tales of actual love, of faith, 
of untiring self-sacrifice and consecrated devotion to 
Ligh ideals, that items characterizing instances of loyal 
patriotism are matters too trite and tame for the con- 
sideration of a public whose taste demands something 
of brute-stirring or melodramatic interest, such as a 
prize fight, a ringing scandal in “high life’ or the start- 
ling disclosures 


Is it not a more worthy task to seek out 
natures struggling in obscurity and neglect for adequate 
equipment to join the front ranks in life’s battle than 
to devote much time and space to the enumeration of 
the most recent extravagances of those whose sole oc- 
cupation seems to be devising plans whereby to pass in 
the most costly and ostentatious manner the precious 
hours and days of Father Time?

From the spring until the fall our eable friend has an 
easy life of it, food being abundant. And I do not think 
that he considers the question of migration till the very 
last moment. Then he may decide to go or stay, as the 
signs which he knows so well appear to Indicate a mild 
or a hard winter. 


I have seen it stated that all our crows, that is, the 
crows of this latitude, migrate in the fall, and that 
those we see in the depth of winter come from farther 
north. This may be generally true, but it is not abso- 
lutely so, for a friend of mine who lives in Pennsylvania 
tells me that a crow with a white feather in his tail, 
which was familiar to him during the summer, made his 
appearance several times during the winter. 


Whether, however, the crows we see in the depth of 
winter are our old familiars of the spring and summer o: 
strangers from the north, their work is cut out for them 
to keep the wolf from the door. For even in mild win- 
ters there are certain to be more or less prolonged peri- 
ods of frost and snow. This is not so bad for little birds 
like the chickadees, who are satisfied with a few grubs 
or larvae, but for the big voracious birds like the crows 
it is a very serious matter indeed. Fortunately for them. 
however, they have an omnivorous appetite. A chance 
potato or apple, a dead bird or rodent, a fish cast up by 


*i the sea, or anything edible whatever—all is welcome. 


Then as foragers they are unsurpassed. With the first 
light of dawn t‘iey leave their rocst, with a clarwrous 
cawing, and sca”‘or «ver the country. A!! day they ply 
their industrious search. You will see them in ones or 
twos or threes, never in a hurry, but always vigilant, 
with one eve open, as it were, for chance provender, and 
the other for some lurking enemy. In very severe wea- 
ther they will venture into farmyards to forage. But 
warily do they move about, avoiding especially anything 
that looks like a trap. 

Only rarely do we come across a dead crow, and thes 
he is pretty sure to be the rictim of old age or disease. 
(His normal age, by the way, is supposed to be near a 
hundred.) Tough, tough he is, in sooth, andthe popu- 


| lar saying, “To eat crow,” has a most pointed signifi- 


cance. 

When day begins te decline the various members of 
the roost or rookery start for home. The wayfarer does 
not fly directly to his accustomed place of rest, but 
alights on some point of vaniage, to reconnoiter pre- 
sumabiy.

[Seattle Correspondetice New York Tribune:] Nes- 
tled among the big trees far up on the Slopes of Mount 
Rainier lives the so-called “Hermit of the Cascades, 
Prof. Edward Alien, formerly an instructor at Yale, and 
known to many scientific institutions as one of the 
most active botanists of the Pacific Coast. 


Prof. Allen does not live alone, in spite of his title 
of “hermit,” for when he suffered a sunstroke about 
eeventeen years ago, and his physician decided that he 
must live in the open, but not in the sun, his wife 
readily agreed to the plan of isolating themselves in the 
Far West, and she accompanied him to Ashford, Wash., 
near which they picked out a charming break in the 
forest, and where they have since made their home. 
There were three sons in the family, then youngsters. 
They are now in the forestry commission service, and 
obtained their training under their father on the slopes 
of Moynt Rainier.

DEAD IN GLASS CASE. 

“Auto-preservation” is the name which Signor Vercel- 
joni, an Italian doctor, has given to a discovery that 
preserves the human body without the use of ordinary 
methods of embalming. 

“There is no necemity to touch the body at all, much 
leas to diasect it,” explains the doctor. “The old method, 
which is a very expensive one, is entirely done away 
with. No unctions or wrappings are used. 

“The body is simply placed in a zinc coffin, which Is 
laid inside an ordinary wooden coffin, and between the 
two a patent powder mixture is eprinkled, which pre- 
serves every feature of the body, and especially of the 
face, exactly as it was at death. Viewe through a glass 
lid, there is nothing revolting in its appearance, the per- 
appearing as though In a peaccful sleep.” 

Signor Vercelloni ts of opinion that the discovery will 
do away with the religions feeling against cremation, 
and may be valuable from the point of view of identifi- 
cation in crimina! cases, and also in scientific research.

CITIES WITHOUT DIRT OR NOISE. 

That the cities of the future will be without soot,

Suggestions on Wheat Rust. 

ONTRARY to expectations, the wheat of the Impe 

rial Valley was badly damaged by rust last summer, 
and in many cases ruined In fact the crop of 1906 was 
but a miniature of the crops of Canada, the Dakotas, 
Mianesota and adjacent States the previous Season, 
where the rust did more damage than of any other year 
since wheat has been grown in this country. There may 
be this difference in the future, however, that the farm- 
ers of the Imperial country may learn to control the 
elements that produce this disease through timely irri- 
gation, while the causes of wheat rust in the East are 
beyond the influence of the growers. We may have as- 
sumed thai the air is so dry in the Colorado River delta 
that rust could net exist, yet through irrigation at the 
time the disease would do the most damage no doubt 
@ippiied the superabundance of moisture necessary to 
produce there the most dimstrous results. Adding to 
the disappointment was the fact that the growing wheat 
at Imperial was most promising, the fields showing crops 
almost shoulder high, of vigorous stand and strength. 
The experiences in that valley last summer have demon- 
strated one mooted question of the whole country, 
namely, that (he prevalence of rust is not aggravated by

RY-LAND plowing is uppermost in. the minds of hun- 

dreds of farmers at this season of the year. As usual 
the soil will be skimmed with the gang plow. The fact 
that dry-grown crops fail in the arid West occasionally, | 
mo matter how thoroughly the plowing may be done, 
seems a bar to better cultivation among the majority of | 
grain farmers, yet its value has been demonstrated by 
innumerable trials. For al! soils that have underiying 
fertility should be stirred deeply, only those of inferior 
subsoil being profited by shaliow plowing. The former 
includes the greater percentage of the grain lands of 
Southern California. It would be a novelty for some one 
to begin disking his grain land soon after harvesting, to 
be followed by deep plowing after the earlier rains. On) 
this eubject I have an inquiry from a land owner of Los | 
Angeles city for more particulars of the so-called Camp-— 
bell system of dry farming. 

Farmer Campbell's plan involves a simple principle, 
namely restoring the capiliarity of the soil where it has 
been arrested by the plow. It is a sensible principle, | 
even if it is called a fad by the Rocky Mountain press. 
To restore the capillary action of the soil Mr. Campbell | 
uses a sub-surface packer in the form of a tool consist- | 
ing of a series of wedge-shaped wheels attached to a 
common axle. The wheels are about eighteen inches in | 
diameter, and placed upon the shaft about six inches 
apart. The machine is better than a roller, which only 
firms the surface of the soi!, leaving poor connection be- 
tween the broken ground and the hard bottom of the 
furrow. The packer firms the soil in the lower portions | 
of the furrow slice, giving the undersurface soil the 
power to draw moisture from below. Every new depart- 
ure has its critics, and Mr. Campbell's is getting it pretty 
heavily from those who do pot expect anything new in | 
“plain farming.” But there will be no profit in 
cultivation of millions of square miles of the semi-arid | 
West—that portion receiving from six to twenty inches | 
of rainfail annually—until some means is devised of pre- | 
venting this sparse precipitation from too rapid evapora- 
tion. Why not try the Campbell plan here?

twenty-four hours, or seventeen ounces of water-free 
nourishment. This, as the editor believes, is altogether 
too much. Half of this amount is eufficient to maintain 
in mental and phrsical vigor a person who does seden- 
tary work in a mild climate. Especially when a person 
is resiing In bed there is very little loss of vital force— 
rather, on the contrary, force is gained. On the other 
band, one must, of course, allow for persons who are run 
down and thin. But then, again, the nourishment must 
not be increased beyond the power of the digestive or- 
gans to handle it, or there will follow billousness, and 
disgust for food. Dr. Porter says a full-sized person will 


need at least six quarts daily, ‘some undersized persons | 


can drink eight quarts.’ Eight quarts means 34 ounces 
of water-free nourishment, or four times as much as the 
ordinary well person needs to maintain health. The edi- 
tor doubts muchly whether any person could keep up 
this immense amount of nourishment for more than 4 
very short time, without disturbance and disgust. How- 
ever, as Dr. Porter has evidently had much experience 
tlorg this line the editor will not undertake to contra- 
dict him, but rather prefers to leave this question of 
quantity an open one.” . 
| This correspondent was very foolish to attempt to 
force more food itto the stomach than the appeti‘e 
ersved. Such action is entirely unnatural and therefore 
entirely wrong and must inevitably have bad consc- 
quences. No one under any conditions should ever at- 
iempt eat am cvnce more thaa a acrmal, beaithy 
petite calis for. The constipation should have Seen cor- 
rected. For this purpose, fruit, dried or fresh, particu- 
larly figs and prunes, might have been added to the 
milk. 

As against this single experience of the correspondent
